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Wheeling High, minus 800 students, takes on a new look

There's a little more elbow room nt 


Wheeling High School this year, since BOO 
sophomores and juniors transferred to 
the new Buffalo Grove High School. 


In the eyes of Principal Tom Shirley, 


the school's loss Is also Its gain. Some 
students, however, have other Ideas. 


With the reduction In student popu- 


lation from 2,900 to 2,100, Shirley said 
there Is space now to add new programs 
that could not be accommodated before. 


Two of the programs arc the devel- 


opment of a career Information center 
and a tea room where advanced home 


economics students may prepare special 
lunches or refreshments for school func- 
tions. 


THE REDUCED student population, 


Shirley said, has freed him from the 
headaches of finding enough lockers to 
go around and gives him more time to 
concentrate on curriculum Instead of dis- 
cipline. 


"When you don't have to concentrate 


time and attention to control vast num- 
bers of students, you can devote more 
time to Implementation of new things," 
he said. 


Some students view the decrease in the 


number of students in just the opposite 
way. They say because there are fewer 
students, there is more discipline. 


"Now that we have less kids, they're 


(the administrators and teachers) really 
cracking down on us," said Bev Paul, 
junior. 


TO SUPPORT HER point, Miss Paul 


mentioned that study halls have been 
created this year for freshmen and soph- 
omores. They did not exist before be- 
cause the space was not available. 


"Last year, we got away with a lot of 


stuff. This year, you can't cut classes 
nearly as easily," she said. 


"I'd say there are more restrictions 


and a lot less freedom," added Randy 
Glllinm, sophomore. "They know where 
you are every second." 


On the whole, Shirley feels now that 


the student population Is within the 
school's capacity of 2,500 for the first 
time In three years, student attitude has 
improved significantly. 


"Teachers have commented on more 


than one occasion that spirit in the hall- 
ways, in the classrooms, respect for 
teachers — student cooperation all the 
way around — is much better," he said. 


Several students agreed that it's easier 


now to find a seat in the cafeteria or a 
spot in the school courtyard. Shirley feels 
the fact that there's a little more room to 
breathe has taken the tension off every- 
body. 


"ALL THE THINGS the press of num- 


bers have had a negative effect on in the 
past, students are better able to deal 
with now," he said. "The feeling I pick 
up from most students is one of friend- 
liness and respect." 


Now that the majority of students are 


from Wheeling, the focus of the school 
will probably gradually zero in more on 
the community, Shirley said. 


Teachers are scheduled tomorrow to 


visit several Wheeling institutions in- 
cluding the local library, village hall and 
Omni-House: Youth Services Bureau In 
an effort to better acquaint them with 
the village. 


Shirley said however, because the se- 


nior class still retains many Buffalo 
Grove students, the school will probably 
feel the change more significantly next 
year when the first mainly Wheeling 
class graduates. 


"Seniors tend to have a kind of stabi- 


lizing effect," he said. "Next year, the 
class will go down from 600 to 450 which 
means a smaller group will have to do 
all the things seniors handle."

The clerk's final campaign promise 


was to work for state legislation that 
would allow the village to lower vehicle 
sticker rates for senior citizens. Tills leg- 
islation has been signed Into law and will 
go into effect In 1974. 


Trustee Bill llein concentrated on flood 


control programs In his campaign prom- 
ises. Prior to the election, lie said he 
would continue the village's current flood 
control program. 


Contacted yesterday, Hcln said work Is 


progressing on flood control even though 
the work is not \isiblc to the public. "It's 
not visible nt this particular point be- 
cause we arc doing n lot of engineering, 
and we arc listening to a lot of different 
Ideas." he said. 


HBIN SAID THIS research will shortly 


result In actual construction when work 
on the Husky Park retention basin and 
the Jeffrey Avenue Bridge begins. He 
said bids for the bridge project ulll be 
let shortly, and the revamping of Husky 
Park should be finished by the first of 
the year.

Village Pros. Ted C. Scnnlon said "that 


Is still under consideration" when asked 
about his party's campaign pledge. 


Scanlon said he thought his patty was 


keeping Its campaign promises because 
"I don't think that we made any promis- 
es ether than to serve the people, which I 
think we're doinji. We're doing what we 
said we uiiuld do without making any 
promises," he said. 


TRUSTEE DON Jackson, the only offi- 


cial elected from the Wheeling Indepen- 
dent Party (WHIP) ticket, pledged to 
brine better planning to Wheeling's 
growth. He favored expansion Into Lake 
(Vimtv. n"d said he would like to reduce 
the density of living units currently 
allowed under ordinance. 


While Jackson has voted against sev- 


eral developments inconsistent with his 
campaign pledges, he has not yet pro- 
posed any ordinance changes that would 
affect Wheeling development. During the 
campaign, however, Jackson said It 
would be difficult to carry through his 
promises If he was the only member of 
the WHIP party elected, saying he would 
be "n voice In the wilderness." 


Jackson also pledged to establish 


closer contact with the residents if he 
was elected. Last week, he began a tele- 
phone Information service designed to 
provide him with a random sampling of 
opinions on various village Issues.

Zoning board 
ivill consider 
terminal plan 


Plans for a motor freight terminal de- 


velopment south of Hintz Road will once 
again come before the zoning board 
tonight. 


Developers are seeking a special use 


permit to operate the terminals. Village 
authorities previously granted the special 
use permit for most of the property, but 
because of an error in legal description a 
small portion of the site was not includ- 
ed. 


Thus developers must go through zon- 


ing procedures again before they can be- 
gin work on their project. Preliminary 
plans for the tenninal development, how- 
ever, have been approved by the village 
board, despite the objections of two 
trustees. 


TRUSTEE AL LANG opposed the de- 


velopment, saying he did not think the 
site south of Hintz Road east of the Soo 
Line Railroad tracks was an appropriate 
location. Trustee Don Jackson also voted 
against the development, citing traffic 
problems and opposition from local resi- 
dents. 


The zoning board will also consider up- 


dating the village ordinance that governs 
the zoning for banks. Zoning board mem- 
bers asked that the ordinance be revised 
when Pioneer Savings and Loan Associ- 
ation had trouble getting building per- 
mits because zoning codes did not allow 
such financial Institutions. 


At that time, the zoning board recom- 


mended the wording of the ordinance be 
changed from "banks" to "financial in- 
stitutions." 


The hearings will begin at 7:30 p.m. at 


the village hall, 253 W. Dundee Rd. 


Chrysler strike 
apparently 
is settled 


Workers at the Chrysler Corp. regional 


parts center, 2200 S. Busse Rd., Elk 
Grove Village have apparently settled 
their week-long strike.

Employes were back at the job Monday, 


but company officials at both the Elk 
Grove plant and the national headquar- 
ters refused to comment on the strike. 


Officials of the United Auto Workers 


Local 1178 could not be reached for com- 
ment. 


Over the weekend, local unions 


throughout the country ratified the na- 
tional contract with Chrysler Corp. Sev- 
eral local unions, however, remained on 
strike over local grievances. 


A meeting of the Wheeling Youth Com- 


mission, scheduled for Oct. 4, may lead 
to n coordinated bicycle safety program 
in the village 


Commission member Dave Phillips 


said he is inviting representatives of sev- 
eral Iccnl agencies to meet with a repre- 
sentative of the Bicycle Institute of 
America. Phillips said Bob Cleckncrof 
the Institute, may be able to provide the 
village with suggestions for establishing 
a workable program. 


"Really, I'm relying on Mr. Cclckncr 


to give us some direction," Phillips said. 
He added that creating a coordinated bi- 
cycle safety program is difficult because 
of the number of different groups in- 
volved. 


THE MEETING, at 10 a.m. in the 


Heritage Park recreation building, will 
bring together representatives of the vil- 
lage board, police department, School 
Dist. 21, the Wheeling Wheelmen and the 
drivers' education department of Wheel- 
Ing High School. Administrative Assist- 
ant M. 0. Horchcr is also expected to 
attend. 


"I think It's Important we begin to 


work in the basic areas of bicycle educa- 
tion," Phillips said. He said discussion 
will probably center on a bicycle safety 
program for the village, ordinances on 
the books and those that are needed, and 
bicycle education in the schools. 


Recently, bicycle safety has become an 


issue In the village because of a hit-and- 
run accident where one young bicycle ri- 
der was killed and another seriously in- 


jured. Members of the village board and 
the park district board have since advo- 
cated a stronger bicycle program. 


The park board last week decided to 


draft a letter to the village urging thai 
bicycle rules of the road be more strictly 
enforced. "Bicycle laws are there, but no 
one seems aware of them," said park 
board member Lorraine Lark. "The bi- 
cycle people are worse than the people in 
cars." 


BOARD MEMBER Gene Sackett said 


many people do not take bicycle rules 
seriously. He said, however, when some- 
one gets killed or injured, such rules cin- 
not be taken lightly. 


Sackett said the park board first asked 


the police department to initiate a bicycle 
program two years ago. "I can't see why 


we're not getting any action through the 
police department," he said. 


Other park board members said any 


bicycle programs should be initiated 
through the schools and the police de- 
partment. They noted that the youth 
commission is in the process of coordi- 
nating such an effort, and gave their sup- 
part 'o the commission's work. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt also said 


the village is relying on the youth com- 
mission to develop a coordinated bicycle 
program. He said that since the commis- 
sion is working on the problem, the vil- 
lage did not want to take over the proj- 
ect. Likewise, he said the police depart- 
ment is waiting for the commission's rec- 
ommendations before further developing 
any kind of bicycle program. 
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Maverick price hikes beneficial? 
Gas shutdown may not hit here

Motorists In the Chicago area may 


benefit from the maverick price boosting 
activity of many local gasoline dealers in 
the current national wave of service sta- 
tion shutdown protests. 


"There's less chance of a shutdown in 


the Chicago area," says Robert Jacobs, 
executive of the Illinois and Indiana 
Gasoline Dealer associations on Monday. 
Raising pump prices In violation of 
Phase IV rules is a "relief valve of de- 
fiance." lie said. 


Jacobs said that out of the Sunday 


meeting of the National Congress of Pet- 
roleum Retailers at the O'llnro Inter- 
national Towers Hotel, Chicago, came an 
agreement to hold back a shutdown pro- 
test until Oct. 2. If no relief Is offered by 
the Cost of Living Council (CLC) in its 
price and profit margin rules, a meeting 
will be called to consider the shutdown 
protest. 


UCT THE GAUY. Ind., area "shut 


down tighter than a drum today," said 
Jacobs on Monday. He said the protest 
strike is spreading throughout Indiana 


. and many Illinois dealers are talking 


about an immediate shutdown action. 
This follows the strike action by dealers 
In California and other states. 


Jacobs said he hopes the CLC will heed 


President Nixon's instructions on Mon- 
day to speed up consideration of retail 
g a s o l i n e price and profit margin 
changes. "This thing is getting out of 
hand," he said of shutdown protests, 
"Total paralysis as all dealers shut down 
In this country" is a possibility, he 
added. 


Gerald L. Warren, a presidential 


spokesman, said Monday the CLC prom- 
ised to make an upward adjustment In 
retail gasoline price levels. The only 
question is the size of the increase and 
the timing, according to CLC director 
John Dunlnp. 


The Phase IV guidelines are "illegal,- 


immoral and Illogical," according to 


Philip Glanfortune, treasurer of the Gaso- 
line Retailers Association of Metropolitan 
Chicago (GRAMC). He said the CLC cut 
dealer profit margins to 7 cents a gallon, 
but they need a 10 cent margin to "break 
even or make a profit." 


THE GRAMC executive said his mem- 


bership is now expressing the "resent- 
ment and unrest that Is spreading from 
coast to coast. Up until now, we've taken 
the position that the only victim of boy- 
cotting Is the public," said Glanfortune. 


"But we were conned, and we guessed 


wrong In following the CLC," said Glan- 
fortune on Monday. He said the council 
offered false assurances of price rule 
changes in early August. 


"We ddn't want to alienate the motor- 


Ing public because those are the people 
we make our living from," Gianfortune 
continued. However, a shutdown protest, 
may be considered at a Chicago mem- 
bership meeting Thursday night if the 
CLC does not offer "immediate and per- 
manent" price relief, he said. 


Free lunch policy told 


High School Dist. 214 has announced a 


free and reduced-price lunch policy for 
school children unable to pay the full 
price of meals served in schools under 
the National School Lunch Program. The 
schools are: Arlington, Prospect, Forest 
View, Wheeling, Elk Grove, John Her- 
sey. Rolling Meadows and Buffalo Grove 
High Schools. 


Illinois statutes require all public 


schools to provide free lunches to chil- 
dren from families whose income is at or 
below the established guidelines. School 


Officials- have adopted a family size and 
income criteria for use in determining 
eligibility. 


Under the criteria, a family of two 


with an Income of $3,600 is eligible for a 
free lunch and a child from the same 
family with an income of $4,320 is eli- 
gible for a reduced price lunch.

What can microwaves 
do to you? Ask Susan

Next time you sec a television broad- 


cast tower or radar antenna, tlilnk of Su- 
san Korbcl. 


She's interested In those pieces of mod- 


ern technology — and more Importantly, 
•she's Interested In what their rays may 
do to you. 
. Susan Korbcl i» an associate professor 
of psychology at Harper College In Pala- 
tine. She has also studied the effects on 
behavior of microwave radiation. Micro- 
waves arc the waves sent out by UHF 
television towers, by rndar antennae and 
by airplane communications systems. 


In addition, microwaves arc used in 


microwave ovens and arc being used In- 
creasingly for other things — from com- 
munications systems to household appli- 
ances. 


DIt. KOItllKI. began studying the ef- 


fects of microwaves on rats In about 
looo. While on the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas she continued her stud- 
ies, exposing rats to various levels of mi- 
crowaves and reporting the effects on 
them. 


"We found (hat low levels of exposure 


do have an effect." she says. "Before my 
work started It was just assumed that 
low levels didn't have any effect." 


As the rats were exposed to the micro- 


waves. Dr. Korbcl says, they first be- 
came very active and then, as exposure 
continued, they became tired and lethar- 
gic. In addition, the researchers found 
they could Induce convulsions In the ex- 
posed rats more quickly than In rats who 
had not been constantly exposed to the 
waves.

There wore other effects, she says. "At 


one point In the experiments, the rats 
would begin to bite the graduate students 
who were my assistants," she says. "We 
concluded that they were Irritable." 


Dr. Korbcl's studies and those reported 


by Soviet scientists which found many of 
the same effects on humans exposed 
over long periods to microwaves, have 
led to a scientific debate on what safety 
standards should be set for human ex- 
posure to microwaves. 


STANDARDS were originally set for 


microwaves based on the knowledge that 
high levels of the waves con cause sev- 
ere burns, Dr. Korbcl said. As an ex- 
ample, high levels of microwave ex- 
posure can cause cataracts in the eyes 
because the waves cook the lens of the 
eye in the same way a microwave oven 
cooks meat, she said. 


Revising the safety standards In the 


light of Dr. Korbcl's studies could result 
In great expense for broadcasters and 


others dealing In microwave commu- 
nications, she says. "They'd have to 
build more smaller transmitters for one 
thing." 


Dr. Korbel wants to continue her re- 


search to find out specifically what the 
effects of various intensities of waves 
have. In 1972, while she was still at Ar- 
kansas, the U.S, Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency approved a $30,000 grant for

TMo first tip on the state's condition 


c.-imc last week as Comptroller George 
W. Llndbcrg announced the state had 
managed to keep a general fund bank 
balance of 387 million after paying all 
Its fiscal 1073 bills. That figure seemed 
substantially higher than what Walker's 
Budget Bureau had anticipated, leaving 
the state with an unexpected $100 million 
or more for this year's spending needs. 


The next indication of the state's fiscal 


health will come, strategically enough, 
Oct. IS, the date the General Assembly 
reconvenes to consider Walker's vetoes. 
On that day the legislative members of 
the Economic and Fiscal Commission 
will meet and make a new estimate of 
how much money the state will take In 
during the current fiscal year. 


THE COMMISSION staff March 31 es- 


timated total revenue would be $6.003 bil- 
lion.

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Substantial increase urged 
in logging on public land 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A presidential 


panel Monday recommended substantial 
increases in logging In the nation's public 
forest lands and the continued use of all 
available techniques, Including clear- 
cutting, to accomplish it. 


President Nbton endorsed the report, 


but conservationists promptly attacked it 
as one that would doom "future gener- 
ations to an even more serious timber 
shortage" than presently exists. 


The report, two years In the making 


under the chairmanship of former Interi- 
or Secretary Fred A. Seaton, said the 
Forest Service should rev ew and revise 
its policies for determining how much 
timber may be cut. 


"The annual harvest on lands available 


for commercial timber production on 
western national forests can be increased 
s u b s t a n t i a l l y , " t h e report said. 
"Analyses based upon nationwide forest 
inventory data Indicate possibilities for 
increasing the old growth cutting rate in 
the range of 50 to 100 per cent." 


The report said that In four national 


forest studies the annual harvest rate 


could be 39 per cent higher than the For- 
est Service presently plans. 


The study recommended the "relate- 


ining of all proven and efficient methods 
of timber harvest, Including clearcutting, 
under appropriate conditions." Clear- 
cutting is the practice of stripping whole 
sections of forests at a time rather than 
cutting selected trees. 


Nixon issued a statement instructing 


members of a timber task force in the 
Office of Management and Budget to put 
the recommendations into effect "as they 
consider practical." He added the report 
indicates that fears of environmentalists 
"would appear to be unfounded, mis- 
leading or exaggerated." 


A spokesman for Friends of the Earth 


said, "There Isn't enough growth to allow 
an increase without condemning future 
generations to an even more serious tim- 
ber shortage." He added that reforesting 
Is currently far behind schedule because 
the administration has impounded funds 
Intended for that purpose.

Skylab crew returns to earth today 


HOUSTON (UPI) - The Skylab 2 as- 


tronauts neared the end of man's longest 
voyage in space and braced for a Pacific 
Ocean splashdown today in their crippled 
Apollo ferry ship just ahead of a hurri- 
cane. 


Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garrlott and 


Jack R. Lousma will end their 59 day, 11 
hour and 9 minute record trip at 5:20 
p.m., 224 miles southwest of San Diego. 


Space agency doctors indicated they 


have been In orbit so long they may not 
be able to walk when they first arrive on 
the recovery ship USS. New Orleans. 


Although the Apollo has only two of 


four steering rockets working, the space 
agency was fully confident It would bring 
the astronauts safely back to earth. 


The pilots put the Apollo thorugh a 


scries of checks and shut down systems 
In Skylab. Flight director Nell Hutchln- 
son reported Monday night that the 
crew's last full day aboard Skylab had 
been very smooth. 


The New Orleans, veteran helicopter 


carrier which picked up the Apollo 14 
moon pilots, steamed in gentle seas to- 
ward the splashdown target point. 


Hurricane Irah posed no Immediate 


threat to the recovery operations, but if 
the Apollo lands a few hundred miles 
downrange from the predicted target 
point It could splash in fairly heavy seas 
with up to 35 mile per hour winds. 


A spokesman said the pilots will have 


to use fancy flying techniques to guide 
the ship but they should have no prob- 
lems. 


He said two Apollo rockets which par- 


tially failed early in the flight and were 
shut down could be used In an emergen- 
cy but a lot of propellent would be 
wasted. 


"In effect, it would be similar to driv- 


ing your car with a known leak In the 
gas tank," a NASA official said. "You 
just wouldn't be able to go as far by not 
having full availability of fuel In the 
tank." 


If a last-minute problem with the steer- 


ing rockets develops, forcing the astro- 
nauts to remain in Skylab, a rescue ship 
could be launched from Cape Kennedy 
Oct. 4. 


Almost-doomed mission ended a success 


HOUSTON (UPI) — America's second 


space station pilots will return to their 
home planet today loaded with a treas- 
ure trove of scientific jewels that should 
keep researchers busy for years. 


As a mission that momentarily ap- 


peared doomed to an early end within its 
first week, it changed rapidly to one of 
total success and even more. 


Skylab 2 pilots Bean, Garrlott and 


Lousma overcame a bout with motion 
sickness that hampered their work for 
several days and went on to redeem 
themselves by completing more than one 
and a half times the research planned 
for their record journey into space. 


The Apollo ferry ship, crippled by the 


loss of half of its controlling rockets, ap- 
peared in good enough shape to bring the 
astronauts home, after It appeared for a 
while a rescue flight would be needed. 


The one unknown that could cloud their 


accomplishments is how they will re- 
adapt to gravity after 59 days, 11 hours 
and nine minutes of continouous weigh- 
tlessness — more than twice as long as 
any humans have endured before. 


NASA administrator James C. Fletcher 


is optimistic that man con go into space 
for even longer periods and still readjust 
to earth. 


"It's beginning to be apparent because 


of Skylab that you can live and work and 
do useful things in space for extended 
periods of time," Fletcher said. 


If the Skylab 2 pilots are not plagued 


with medical problems after they return, 
the last crew may get a bonus of 10 days 
on their planned 56-day flight. That crew 
of Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. Gibson 
and William R. Pogue will continue the 
scientific efforts of the preceding pilots, 
and go them one better — man's closest 
and best look at a comet, Kohoutek. 


The medical research conducted by the 


Skylab 2 pilots on themselves during the 
flight and the post-mission studies will 
answer a number of questions that aero- 
space doctors must solve before man 
looks toward other planets. 


Two animal studies could provide the 


answers. Two spiders, Anita and Ara- 
bella, made the Journey to show that the 
tiny arachnids could adapt to weight- 
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lessness and could spin webs without 
gravity's aid. 


A plastic aquarium of minnows demon- 


strated that grown fish do not adapt ra- 
pidly to weightlessness but those hatched 
In orbit were already adjusted to zero- 
gravity while still in the egg. 


The pilots have delighted solar physi- 


cists with 100 hours more sun-watching 
than planned before launch, and photo- 
graphs of numerous large explosions and 
rare events on earth's nearest star. 


A battery of earth resources, cameras 


and radar instruments collected 14 hours 
and 55 minutes of data over more than a 
quarter-million miles around the globe. 
They planned 26 surveys and made al- 
most 40. 


The astronauts gave up their days off 


to keep on a pace of 16-hour workdays. 
But hi their travels of more than 24 mil- 
lion miles, they found time to show 
earthlings the joys of weightlessness and 
the relaxation of space-age darts and pa- 
per airplanes. Even those periods had a 
scientific purpose. 


Hunt gives new raid story 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Watergate 


conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. testified 
Monday that the bugging raid was trig- 
gered by suspicions that presidential 
campaign money from Cuba and Hanoi 
may have been flowing into Democratic 
national offices. 


Hunt said that the Watergate break-in 


was approved In April, 1972, after the 
Nixon campaign received the "foreign 
money" report from G. Gordon Llddy, 
former White House aide whom Hunt 
said was "well plugged in" at the FBI.

A 10-cent stamp proposed 
to take effect in January 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Postmaster 


General Elmer T. Klassen said Monday 
the U.S. Postal Service will seek an 
across-the-board increase In postal rates 
to take effect next January, Including 
raising first class mall from eight to 10 
cents. 


Klassen said the rate increases would 


be proposed today to the Postal Rate 
Commission. For the new rates to take 
effect, the commission must recommend 
approval by the Board of governors of 
the U.S. Postal Service, which will have 
the final say — assuming the Cost of Liv- 
ing Council does not object. 


In addition to the rise in first class 


mail, Klassen said the proposal would 
call for a boost In air mail costs from 11 
to 13 cents. . 


Postal officials also said they would 


ask for increases averaging about 38 per 
cent for second class mail, 25 per cent 
• for third class and 6 per cent for fourth 
class parcel post. 


Klassen said the higher prices were 


necessary because the postal service, 
like the rest of the U.S. economy, was 
"under severe inflationary pressures" 
with rising operating costs. 


At the same time, Klassen made public 


"Internal service standards" which he 
said the service had had for years. For 
1st class mall, Klassen said the Postal 
Service goal is overnight delivery of all 
local area mall, second day delivery for 
any going up to 600 miles, and third day 
delivery for all destinations in the conti- 
nental United States.

Castro's Cuban government was "reach- 
ing Democratic coffers," Hunt said he 
agreed Immediately to break into the 
party's Watergate headquarters to find 
out if that were true.

"There was speculation among us that 


Hanoi money was coming in as well," he 
said. "Nobody told me ... 
Sen. 


McGovern was saying that he would 
crawl to Hanoi if It meant release of our 
prisoners. We felt that if there was Cas- 
tro money coming into Democratic Na- 
tional Committee coffers, money might 
be coming in from Hanoi as well." 


His testimony contrasted with earlier 


testimony from a number of other wit- 
nesses who said the break-In was part of 
an overall master plan of political in- 
telligence-gathering first proposed in 
January and finally approved in March. 


Earlier in the day, Hunt said that 


Charles W. Colson, former special coun- 
sel to the President, tried to woo Catho- 
lic votes for Nixon in 1972 by trying to 


prove falsely that the Kennedy adminis-- 
tratlon had arranged the murder of the 
Catholic president of South Vietnam in 
1963. 


As the Senate panel heard Hunt, Presi- 


dent Nixon's lawyers sought to kill the 
committee's bid for secret White House 
tape recordings of his conversations with 
aides about Watergate. 


In a 71-page brief, the White House at- 


torneys asked Chief U. S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica to throw out the com- 
mittee's request on grounds that only the 
full Congress had authority to make such 
demands and only through formal im- 
peachment proceedings, adding that no 
judge has jurisdiction over what is "es- 
sentially a political question." 


A broader request for the tapes by spe- 


cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
now Is before the U. S. Court of Appeals, 
with both the White House and Cox con- 
testing a Sirica ruling that he should be 
allowed to listen privately to the tapes 
before deciding whether to order them 
turned over to a federal grand jury. That 
case appeared destined to go to the Su- 
preme Court for resolution, possibly next 
month.

The major defeats 
were suffered by Centrist and other 
splinter factions standing outside the 


Gaulllst or Socialist-Communist groups. 


Competition is expected to be tougher 


In next Sunday's runoffs to be held in 
districts where no candidate won an out- 
right 50 per cent majority. 


In Tel Aviv, Mrs. Meir, 75, said she 


accepted her ruling Labor Party's nomi- 
nation but was hesitant to serve out an- 
other full four years. Party officials said 
she accepted the bid because she feared 
the party would break up over the choice 
of a successor. 


Official results of the Argentine presi- 


dential election, with 99 per cent of the 
vote counted, gave Peron 7,360,607 votes 
of 61.8 per cent of the total cast in the 
four-man race.

election races in 1972, a final report by Common Cause states. 


Sen. Charles Percy's victory over former U.S. Rep. Roman 


Puclnski cost more than $1.7 million and ranked third nation- 
wide. 


The close battle between former U.S. Rep. Abner Mlkva 


and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, in the 10th district, topped 
$424,000 and ranked fifth. 


Both races supported a Common Cause finding that In- 


cumbents enjoy "financial advantages over their challen- 
gers." Percy raised more than $1.4 million and gained 63.9 
per cent of the vote; Pucinskl totaled $335,482 in contribu- 
tions. Mlkva, a congressman in the 2nd Dist. before reappor- 
tionmcnt, raised $218,543, and Young totaled $206,166. 


Common Cause reported 1,116 candidates raised $69.7 mil- 


lion and spent $66.4 million In 1972 campaigns. Less than $1 of 
every $3 came from contributions under $100. Primary losers 
spent an additional $10.8 million. 


Percy was one of three incumbents, with Sen. John Tower 


of Texas and Sen. Robert Griffin of Michigan, to raise over $1 
million. Tower's race against Barefoot Sanders reached near- 
ly $3 million in expenses, more than $2.3 million In Tower 
contributions.

"Police corruption 
is the last symbol, the last festering sore, 
of a corrupt political system," he said. 


"You can't expect policemen to hold 


out In the face of corrupt system ... but 
while in this office, I'll never let a police- 
man hang twisting slowly, slowly in the 
wind while others get away," he said. 


He promised his investigations would 


go after dishonest officials and judges, as 
well as policemen. "Before I'm through 
there are going to be more crooked poli- 
ticians going to jail (than policemen)... 
And to judges on the take: we'll get you, 
too." 


Thompson was Interrupted twice by 


applause and received a standing ovation 
from the 400 delegates' at the Arlington 
Park Towers. Carey received polite ap- 
plause at the start and end of his ad- 
dress. 


CAREY SAID HE was taking his case 


to the public because "The mayor's 
(Richard Daley) political machine con- 
trols every facet of government In Chi- 
cago and Cook County, except ray office, 
and it should be obvious that he has 
shown no desire to be helpful." 


He said the task of his office and that 


of policemen was being made more diffi- 
cult by corruption. He charged money 
from rackets was being used to buy pub- 
lic officials and foster "disrespect and 
distrust of law enforcement." 


He said, "Chicago-always has scan- 


dals, but never reforms ... city hall has 
been able to head off every investigation 
that had begun to uncover corruption in 
high places by muddling, defusing and 
downgrading the effort." 


He claimed Daley's threat to revoke

CAREY CHARGED Daley was naive if 


he was unaware of the extent of the 
rackets and crooked police in the city.

tendont Mitchell Ware's $10 million libel 


suit against him, "amusing." He said,

• The Illinois Open Meetings Act bans 
such closed meetings except In cases 
where matters like real estate purchases 
or personnel matters are on the agenda. 


ARMSTRONG SAID yesterday that 


since village personnel were involved in 
the search for Seymour, which brought 
nationwide publicity to Buffalo Grove 
and a lot of embarrassment to village 
officials, it was a personnel matter and 
discussion could therefore be closed. 


"The executive session was called so 


the police could bring the village board 
members up to date on the events that 
had occurred in the two previous days," 
he said. "The meeting was called to dls- 


Incorporation 
hindrance gone 


A possible hindrance to Prospect 


Heights incorporation efforts has been 
removed. Gov. Daniel Walker has vetoed 
one of two Incorporation bills passed by 
the Illinois General Assembly.

24-hour notice to the news media of any 
special meetings. Armstrong said the 
press was not notified because there was 
not enough time and the snake hunt was 
an urgent matter. 


The snake's great escape was also an 


embarrassing matter for village officials. 
Before Seymour got loose, village police 
told his keeper, David Pearson, 18, of 568 
Maple Dr., that he could legally keep the 
snake at his home. Police later said they 


were given bad legal advice from state • 
officials. 


SEYMOUR'S ESCAPE focused nation- • 


al attention on the community, which! 
was mobilized to find what everyone be- 
lieved was a highly-poisonous and irri- 
table cobra. Village officials passed a 
resolution to assess Pearson the cost of 
the search and police charged him with 
disorderly conduct. 


That charge has now been dropped and 


Armstrong has indicated the village may 
give up its effort to recover search ex- 
penses. "Let's face it," Armstrong said 
yesterday. "We didn't do a super-profes- 
sional job in handling it."

disqualifying our runners), Jim Ryun 
falling and the weird ending of the U.S.- 
Russia basketball game. All that at one 
Olympics . . , there's never been any- 
thing like It." 


Strangely enough, McKay never got to 


see Mark Spitz swim once or see any 
basketball since he was kept more than 
busy with his specialties — track and 
field and gymnastics. 


The Image many will always have of 


McKay, and that which gave him more 
attention than anything in his life, was 
the Incredible poise and coot with which 
he handled the situation at (he mike for 
IB straight hours following the horrible 
killings. 


Ironically, that was supposed to have 


been his only day off during the two 
weeks. "My wife and I were going to 
drive to Salzburg or someplace and have 
a picnic and just relax." he sold. "When 
1 came home people told me I looked 
terrible that day." 


He's virtually had no vacation since 


then, either, having started on Ills book 
as soon as he returned. And he's now on 
the go promoting It. But he does plan to 
rest up soon. "I enjoy being busy, but It's 
been a bit much lately," he admits. 


One gets an Idea how much prepara- 


tion a man like McKay must put Into 
Olympics coverage when it Is considered 
that he already has been to Montreal to 
start readying for tho next Games — 
three years carlyl 


"I'm usually sure I'll do track and 


gymnastics so I study candidates In 
these. I usually do my own research for 
Wide World, but we hired a guy — Terry 
O'NclI out of Notre Dame — to research 
tho last Olympics for us. He traveled 
around tho world for a year and came 
back with three volumes of 500 pages 
each! 


"Then we also study and do film pieces 


In depth on certain athletes, visiting their 
home, etc. We worked for a month on a 
pro-Olympics show and got there 10 days 
early to start shooting general film of 
settings and buildings and Mart our 
script. We were just about exhausted be- 
fore the Games even started." 


McKay then pondered several ques- 


tions at once — What are his personal 
feelings about the Olympics Ideal In this 
day and age? Should we continue tho 
Games, do they accomplish anything, 
and can athletes be expected to dcvoto 
years of their lives In preparation? 


"I answer yes to all of these," he said. 


"First, I think tho preparation Is worth- 
while. The problem Is, how can a young 
person be competitive without being rich 
or taking money under the table? 


"Amateur, by definition, means being 


a lover of your sport, but you can still 
receive subsldatlon. We're not entirely 
clean ourselves. What about college 
scholarships? 


"We may have a new code by the next 


Olympics that will be realistic for all 
countries. I do think the original Ideal 
can and should still be strived for." 


Switching to general talk about the 13- 


year-old "Wide World" program that has 
become so famous, McKay laid, "I think 
the advantage to It Is that we're spread 
out and offer such a wide variety. 


"We have a lot of sponsors and can 


pretty much do what we want. Of course 
once In a while, just for ratings, we have 
to do a demolition derby or something 
like that, which I hate. But I don't like to 
knock an event I'm covering and for the 
most part I enjoy them. I think the most 
Important thing for any sportseoster is to 
convey the feeling and mood of the 
crowd, the vent — of being there." 


Me feels the easiest event to cover is 


golf. "I really like the game and know a 
good deal about It. You just sit in the 
tower and wait for the golfers to come to 
you. And the scenery Is very pleasant. 
But It's one of the toughest sports for a 
production crew to cover. We have about 
24 cameras at a U.S. Open. 


"The most difficult for me? I'd say 


track and field. It's literally a three-ring 
circus. You can be describing one event 
and all of a sudden a pole vaulter might 
clear some great height and in a second 
you have to switch to that. You'd have to 
hove known what height he was going 
for, and know the same about several 
other events at the same time." 


He says there is "no definite route" a 


young person can take to get Into radio 
or T.V "Everybody seems to start a dlf- 
ferent way," he says. "The best thing at 
first is just to get on the air at any little 
station you can and get experience. Also, 
take It seriously and go about learning 
the bailci, as In my other field. This Is 
what Frank Glfford has humbly done, 
and I think he's done a good job." 


It was a rare chance, talking to Jim 


McKay. Tomorrow he might be on the 
other side of the equator.

Sewage plant? Bury it! 


The Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 


trict, faced with the increasingly 
controversial problem of sewage 
disposal, has decided literally to 
bury its problem. 


Herald staff writer Anne Slavl- 


cck reported last week that the 
MSD was considering plans to 
build a sewage treatment plant in 
Dos Plalncs 225 to 400 feet under- 
ground in hollowcd-out rock tun- 
nels.

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Although this plan is still under 


preliminary consideration, we urge 
the MSD to continue with planning. 
The MSD is seeking $1.8 million in 
funds for further study, and we 
urge that those funds be granted. 


The idea of underground sewage 


treatment is new in this country, 
but Sweden such n proposal would 
be considered outdated thinking. 


In that Scandinavian country an 


"underground 
movement" 
has 


placed oil storage tanks, telephone 
and electrical cables, parking lots 
and sewage treatment plants deep 
underground. 


In DCS Plaines, one of the major 


supports for such an Idea has been 
the public objections to the possible 
stench arising from an above- 
ground sewage treatment plant. 
DCS Plaines city officials and oth- 
ers have complained loudly and 
strenuously about the hazards, and 
the MSD has been under increasing 
pressure to find an alternative site. 


There's no question the plant's 


needed, for the O'Hare Water Re- 
clamation Plant will treat 72 mil- 
lion gallons of sewage per day. The 


solid by-product of sewage — 
called sludge — will be pumped to 
the Salt Creek plant located in 
Schaumburg-Twp. 


However, there's more to the 104- 


acre site at Oakton and Elmhurst 
Roads that meets the eye — so an 
underground plant is under consid- 
eration. 


There's the possibility, according 


to MSD chief engineer Forrest 
Neil, that the District could save 
between $5 million and $10 million 
by use of an underground plan. 
That kind of savings would be good 
news, of course, to every local tax- 
payer. 


More important, though is the 


fact that underground development 
in the future could place all sorts of 
noxious land uses far from the hu- 
man eye — or nose. That's reason 
enough for a planning grant to 
study this matter further. 


It is common sense in these days 


of disappearing land, especially in 
the crowded Northwest suburbs, 
to consider each and every possible 
use of this earth. Using what exists 
under the surface is one of those 
creative uses, and we commend 
the MSD for its consideration of it. 


'Don 9t cut fire safety9 


If your article, "Cheaper Materials for 


Trade Center?," in the Arlington Heights 
Herald accurately reflects village man- 
agement thinking it is particularly dis- 
tressing for many reasons. 


The principal consideration is not that 


of a possible Increase in insurance rates 
by a change to a Class 6 rating, or the 
"fire break" potential of the ex- 
pressway as a deterent to a conflagration 
fire when a fire does occur due to a low- 
ering of building construction standards, 
but rather should be a thoughtful consid- 
eration of the life safety factor involved. 


Firefighters and fire protection engi- 


neers arc unanimous in the belief that 
the life safety of the individual In a pub- 
lic assembly occupancy requires highly 
fire resistant materials. Certainly a life 
hazard potential Is inherent in a 500-room 
hotel, a merchandise mart and a 
400,000-square-foot exhibit hall. 


No doubt, or hopefully so, other fea- 


tures of life safety other than building 
construction 
are 
being 
considered; 


means of egress, early detection systems 
and fixed fire protection systems in par- 
ticular. Yet the benefits of these neces- 
sary features can be negated by the ra- 
pid spread of fire in combustible contents 
and sub-standard life safety construction. 


The National Commission on Fire Pre- 


vention and Control in its recent report 
to the President, strongly recommends 
that even greater emphasis be placed on 
fire prevention measures encompassing 


building and fire prevention codes ade- 
quate for fire and life safety com- 
mensurate with the degree of occupancy 
hazard. 


The possible variation in present fire 


prevention requirements for the proposed 
trade center is a serious matter that 
could well affect the life safety of those 
in attendance and deserves considerable 
thought above that of added tax revenue 
for the municipality.

'Citizen's rights9 for Nixon? 


by EUGENE V. RISIIER 


WASHINGTON - Did President Nixon 


pay any Income taxes on his $200,000 per 
year salary during 1970 and 1071? And, If 
to, how much did he pay? 


His chief spokesman, Gerald L. War- 


ren, left no doubt last week that Nixon 
considered it nobody's business but his 
own. 


"The President made It quite clear to 


me that this Is a matter that should not 
be discussed in public," Warren said. 


"The President's tax returns arc a per- 


sonal matter. They are and should be 
treated as everyone's Income tax re- 
turns" — that Is, kept secret. 


The question arose when an enterpris- 


ing reporter for the Baltimore Sun, 
Adam Clymer, put pencil to paper and 
came up with the conclusion that If the 
President did, Indeed, pay taxes during 
those two yean, ho should fire his ac- 
countant. 


The interest he paid on loans for the 


purchase of his homes In San Clemente, 
Calif., 'and Key Blscayne, Fla., plus a 
1370,000 write-off he got for donating per- 
sonal papers to the National Archives 
were more than sufficient to put him 


among the 183 persons in the nation for- 
tunate enough to make more than 
$200,000 annually and pay no taxes dur- 
ing those two years. 


The gift was' of personal papers ac- 


cumulated during Nixon's eight years as 
vice president. When thcw were given to 
the National Archives In 1969, the law 
permitted deductions up to 30 per cent of 
taxable Income during the first year with 
the remainder carried forward and ap- 
plied against so per cent of taxable In-

come in each of the next five years. 


The law subsequently was changed to 


prohibit such gifts as deductions. But 
there was no suggestion of illegality or 
Impropriety on the part of the President. 


It was simply another example of the 


old adage: the rich get richer and the 
poor get poorer. 


Later In the week the matter of the 


President's religion came up. It was 
noted that he had not attended church 
services in the last five months — since 
Easter Sunday — when he went to the 
Key Blscayne Presbyterian Church and 
heard Its pastor preach a sermon on the 
evils of hiding wrongdoing. 


The message took on a rather pointed 


meaning since the Watergate scandal 
was beginning to mushroom at the time. 


The President has never been nor pre- 


tended to be more than an occasional 
churchgoer. Re began holding religious 
services in the White House from time to 
time for the First Family and invited 
guests the week after his inaugural in 
1969. Dr. Billy Graham was the first 
guest minister. Since then a total of 40, 
such services have been held. 


The last one was April 15. 


So reporters inquired about the Presi- 


dent's religious faith and got a similar 
answer. 


"I'm not going to get into the matter of 


a man's going to church," said Warren. 
"It Is almost as personal — if not more 
so — than a man's income taxes." 


Now In ordinary persons this may be 


true. The law provides that citizens' in- 
come tax returns be kept secret and a 
man's religion traditionally is a personal 
thing. 


But the President is no ordinary indi- 


vidual. As his critics point out, he Is con- 
tending In the courts at this moment that 
he Is not subject to the same criminal 
laws as ordinary citizens. 


In fact, he Is claiming that he is 'not 


subject to ordinary criminal laws at all 
until he is first impeached and removed 
from office. 


Beyond this, the beliefs of a President 


have an extraordinary Influence on how 
he wields the enormous power given him 
by the electorate. 


This raises the question of whether he 


can — or should — demand the rights of 
privacy afforded an ordinary citizen.

Don't gloat tea drinkers-your brew has caffeine, too 


I was particularly Interested In your 


remarks regarding caffeine in relation to 
coffee. You do not mention tea, and I am 
wondering if there Is not as much, or 
even more, caffeine In tea as there is in 
colfcc. 


My mother and father were English 


and both heavy tea drinkers and lived to 
over 80. What does this signify, If any- 
thing? 


The age span of your parents indicates 


that there's a lot more to longevity than 
drinking tea, and it begins with inherited 
factors. Don't count, however, on heredi- 
ty determining one's lifespan. because 
there are so many other factors, such as 
those that contribute to fatty deposits in 


the arteries (atherosclerosis), common 
in our society today that the heredity 
factors play little, if any role hi group 
statistics on longevity. 


Tea certainly does -contain caffeine, 


and'the caffeine in tea behaves exactly 
like caffeine from any other source, in- 
cluding that of coffee. The only differ- 
ence, and this has to be a generalization, 
is the way in which coffee and tea-are 
brewed. It is commonly said that a cup- 
of tea has about half as much caffeine in 
it as a cup of coffee. This means if 
you're used to drinking five cups of cof- 
fee a day, to get the same amount of 
caffeine from tea drinking, you'd have to 
drink 10 cups of tea. Of course, this de-

Wheeling High, minus 800 students, takes on a new look 


by JILL BBTTNEIt 


There's a little more elbow room at 


Wheeling High School this year, since BOO 
sophomores and juniors transferred to 
the new Buffalo Grove High School. 


In (he eyes of Principal Tom Shirley, 


the school's loss Is also Its gain. Some 
students, however, have other Ideas. 


With the reduction In student popu- 


lation from 2.800 to 2.100, Shirley sold 
there Is space now to add new programs 
that could not be accommodated before. 


Two of the programs are the devel- 


opment of a career Information center 
and a tea room where advanced home 


economics students may prepare special 
lunches or refreshments for school func- 
tions. 


THE REDUCED student population, 


Shirley said, has freed him from the 
headaches of finding enough lockers to 
go around and gives him more time to 
concentrate on curriculum instead of dis- 
cipline. 


"When you don't have to concentrate 


time and attention to control vast num- 
bers of students, you can devote more 
time to Implementation of new things," 
he said. 


Some students view the decrease in the 


number of students in just the opposite 
way. They say because there are fewer 
students, there is more discipline. 


"Now that we have less kids, they're 


(the administrators and teachers) really 
cracking down on us," said Bev Paul, 
junior. 


TO SUPPORT HER point, Miss Paul 


mentioned that study halls have been 
created this year for freshmen and soph- 
omores. They did not exist before be- 
cause the space was not available. 


"Last year, we got away with a lot of 


stuff. This year, you can't cut classes 
nearly as easily," she said. 


"I'd say there are'more restrictions 


and a lot less freedom," added Randy 
Gilllam, sophomore. "They know where 
you are every second." 


On the whole, Shirley feels now that 


the student population is within the 
school's capacity of 2,500 for the first 
time in three years, student attitude has 
improved significantly. 


"Teachers have commented on more 


than one occasion that spirit In the hall- 
ways, in the classrooms, respect for 
teachers — student cooperation all the 
way around — is much better," he said. 


Several students agreed that it's easier 


now to find a seat in' the cafeteria or a 
spot in the school courtyard. Shirley feels 
the fact that there's a little more room to 
breathe has taken the tension off every- 
body. 


"ALL THE THINGS the press of num- 


bers have had a negative effect on in the 
past, students are better able to deal 
with now," he said. "The feeling I pick 
up from most students is one of friend- 
liness and respect." 


Now that the majority of students are 


from Wheeling, the focus of the school 
will probably gradually zero in more on 
the community, Shirley said. 


Teachers are scheduled tomorrow to 


visit several Wheeling institutions in- 
cluding the local library, village hall and 
Omnl-House: Youth Services Bureau in 
an effort to better acquaint them with 
the village. 


Shirley said however, because the se- 


nior class still retains many Buffalo 
Grove students, the school will probably 
feel the change more significantly next 
year when the first mainly Wheeling 
class graduates. 


"Seniors tend to have a kind of stabi- 


lizing effect," he said. "Next jcar, the 
class will go down from 600 to 430 which 
means a smaller group will have to do 
all the things seniors handle."

yptian cobra, was ended Aug. 27 at a 
special village board session that came 
Immediately after a closed meeting In 
which Village Pros. Gary Armstrong ad- 
mits the snake hunt was discussed. 


The Illinois Open Meetings Act linns 


such closed meetings except in discs 
where mutters like real cstnlo purchases 
or personnel matters are on the agenda.

The inside story 
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ARMSTHONG SAID yesterday that 


since village personnel \vcrc Involved in 
the search for Seymour, which brought 
nationwide publicity to Buffalo Grove 
and a lot of embarrassment to village 
officials, It was a personnel matter and 
discussion could therefore be closed, 


"The executive session was called so 


the police could bring the village board 
members up to date on the events that 
had occurred In the two previous days," 
he .said. "The meeting was called to dis- 
cuss n legitimate personnel matter.'" 


THE LAW, however, limits the person- 


nel exemption to hiring, firing, com- 
plaints against employes and collective 
bargaining. Tho thought of hiring Sey- 
mour, Armstrong said, never crossed his 
mind — not even as rat control warden. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa yesterday 


said the meeting was closed to discuss a 
passible lawsuit In connection with the 
smikc escape and to talk about the ac- 
tions of a village employe who was In- 
volved in the episode. 


"in my opinion, it was a legal meet- 


ing," said Raysa. 


IN ADDITION to closing the meeting, 


the village failed to notify the press be- 
fore the, closed session, which started 
about an hour before the regular B p.m. 
board meeting. 


The open meetings law also requires a 


21-hour notice to the news media of any 
special meetings. Armstrong said the 
press was not notified because there was 
not enough time and the snake hunt was 
an urgent matter. 


The snake's great escape was also an 


embarrassing matter for village officials. 
Before Seymour got loose, village police 
told his keeper, David Pearson, 18, of 568 
Maple Dr., that he could legally keep the 
snake at his home. Police later said they 
were given bad legal advice from state 
officials. 


SEYMOUR'S ESCAPE focused nation- 


al attention on the community, which 
was mobilized to find what everyone be- 
lieved was a highly-poisonous and Irri- 
table cobra. Village officials passed a 
resolution to assess Pearson the cost of 
the search and police charged him with 
disorderly conduct.

A resident of Buffalo Grove has sent 


an open letter to The Herald asking resi- 
dents If they think the village should bill 
David Pearson and his family for the re- 
cent search for Seymour the snake. 


The letter, written by Mrs. George Lel- 


pold, 573 Maple Dr., asks residents to 
write to Village Pres. Gory Armstrong 
v. ith their opinions. 


Following the escape of Seymour, a 


harmless rat snake, originally thought to 
be a deadly Egyptian cobra, the village 
board passed a resolution to bill Pear- 
son. 18. 'of 568 Maple Dr., or his father, 
Harold, for the cost of the search. 


About 10 days ago the village mailed a 


bill for $1,338 to the Pearson home to 
cover policemen and firemen's salaries, 
equipment operation costs and the cost of 
exterminating the home. 


THE RESOLUTION states if the Pear- 


sons cannot or will not pay the bill, the 
village should initiate court action to re- 
cover the costs. 


Pearson last week told The Herald he 


had not received the bill. He refused to 
say whether he would pay It when it did 
arrive. Village officials said yesterday 
they have not been in contact with Pear- 
son since the bill was mailed. 


Earlier Pearson said he would not pay 


the bill because police, prior to the 
snake's escape, told him keeping it was 
not Illegal. Buffalo Grove police said 
they did not tell him to get rid of the 
snake because they-were given "bad ad- 
vice" by state officials. 


Last week a disorderly conduct charge 


against Pearson was dropped after the 
Cook County State's Attorneys office re- 
fused to prosecute because of insufficient 
evidence. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said 


yesterday he is not sure what the village 
will do now that the charge against 
•Pearson has been dropped. He Indicated, 
however, that the village board might 
possibly reverse its decision to bill Pear- 
son. 


CONCERNING THE open letter, Arm- 


strong said, "We'll (village board) cer- 
tainly listen to what residents have to 
say. If the people are unanimous either 
way, I would assume the board would 
take their wishes into consideration " 


The search for Seymour, who is still at 


large, was called off after a snake expert 
said the skin apparently shed by him 
was not from a cobra or any other poi- 
sonous snake. 


Residents can clip the letter from to- 


day's Herald and mail their opinions to 
the village board.

He promised his investigations would 


go after dishonest officials and judges, as 
well as policemen. "Before I'm through 
there are going to be more crooked poli- 
ticians going to jail (than policemen)... 
And to judges on the take: we'll get you, 
too." 


Thompson was interrupted twice by 


applause and received a standing ovation 
from the 400 delegates at the Arlington 
Park Towers. Carey received polite ap- 
plause at the start and end of his ad- 
dress. 


CAREY SAID HE was taking his case 


to the public because" "The mayor's 
(Richard Daley) political machine con- 
trols every facet of government In Chi- 
cago and Cook County, except my office, 
and It should be obvious that be has 
shown no desire to be "helpful."

Bernard Carey, Cook County state's at- 


torney, and James R. Thompson, U. S. 
attorney for the northern district of Illi- 
nois, strongly attacked corruption by 
public officials yesterday in separate 
speeches to the Illinois Police Assocl-

Carey announced he was seeking a spe- 


cial 18-month grand jury investigation of 
the policy wheel racket in Chicago. He 
said immunity would be granted to lesser 
crime figures In an effort to gain Infor- 
mation on those who ran or granted pro- 
tection to the racket. 


Thompson told the lawmen, "to take 


the message back to your departments," 
that Investigations -and indictments of 
crooked policemen, politicians and judg- 
es would continue. He said, the "code of 
protecting your brother (officer) right or 
wrong has got to go." 


Thompson, while refusing to speak 


specifically about the Chicago police-vice 
club shakedown trials, used them as a 
springboard to attack crooked policemen, 
politicians, judges, and lawyers. 


He said there was "a crisis in law en- 


forcement In Cook County" that Is "com- 
ing to a head." 


. HE SAID THE entire law enforcement 
process h'as become corrupted from po- 
licemen up to judges. "Police corruption 
is the last symbol, the last festering sore, 
of a corrupt political system," he said. 


"You can't expect policemen to hold 


out in the face of corrupt system ... but 
while in this office, I'll never let a police- 
man hang twisting slowly, slowly in the 
wind while others get away," he said.

PARENTS OF 3,4 and 5-year-olds can 


bring their child in for simple tests, giv- 
en by trained professionals, which deter- 
mine If the child has problems as slow 
speech development, sight, hearing or 
emotional difficulties, or is withdrawn, a 
slow learner or not well coordinated. 


Most of the therapy the children re- 


ceive is on a one-to-one basis. Usually, 
the therapist comes right to the child's 
home to work not only with the child, but 
parent as well. 


"The parent Is the most important 


teacher a child ever has," said Swanson. 
"A one-hour session with a professional 
usually doesn't do as much good as the 
24-hours a day a child spends with a well 
Informed and trained parent who under- 
stands the child's problem." 


The main focus of the preschool pro- 


pram, according to Swanson, is to 
"coordinate" the many services avail- 
able to a child with a handicap, along 
with providing therapy where needed. 


SOME CHILDREN with social diffi- 


culties are merely referred to a nursery 
school, according to Swanson. Others are 
referred to physicians for special tests, if 
the testing specialist thinks the child's 
problem may be physical. 


Kathle Yatsko, a specialist in the pro- 


gram which operates out of Ridge School 


In Elk Grove Village, said it's hard to 
describe what goes on In a therapy ses- 
sion. 


"We really don't have a set way of 


doing things," said Mrs. Yatsko. "Each 
child's progem is different and there's no 
one way to go about correcting it." 


The specialists often work with ob- 


jects a child Is familiar with such as toy 
animals, dolls or blocks. A withdrawn 
child or a child with a speech difficulty 
may be asked to talk about a toy or iden- 
tify what a doll is doing, for example, 
sitting, standing or walking. 


NEW ILLINOIS state law requires 


school districts to provide special educa- 
tional services for handicapped children 
three years old and up, according to 
Swanson. Although the district is re- 
quired to provide the service, the parent 
is not obligated to send the child for spe- 
cial preschool classes. 


Fifty-four children have been signed up 


for the program so far this year, accord- 
ing to Swanson, who expects many more 
to enroll. Swanson said he hopes to have 
a full-scale screening program set up by 
Nov. 1 for all preschool children in Dist. 
59. 


There is no cost involved in the pro- 


gram, according to Swanson, unless a 
child is referred to a specialist or doctor 
outside the program. "We don't turn any 
child away because his parents can't af- 
ford to pay," said Swanson. "We have 
made special arrangements in the past." 


SWANSON SAID great advances have 


been made in the area of preschool 
therapy for handicapped children. "We 
can avoid problems in the school if we 
get to the child early enough," he said. 


"It used to be that deaf children we- 


ren't taught to read, only speak," Swan- 
son said. Now, through an improved pro- 
gram and early help, a deaf child can 
learn to read right awdy," he said. 


Swanson urges parents desiring more

Seymour under discussion 
at illegal closed meeting?

Buffalo Grove officials may have held 


an illegal closed meeting last month, un- 
der the guise of a "personnel" dis- 
cussion, to decide to call off the hunt for 
Seymour the Snake.

special village board session that came 
Immediately after a closed meeting in 
which Village Pres.

The Illinois Open Meetings Act bans 


such closed meetings except In cases 
where matters like real estate purchases 
or personnel matters are on the agenda. 


ARMSTRONG SAID yesterday that 


since village personnel were involved in 
the search for Seymour, which brought 
nationwide publicity to Buffalo Grove 
and a lot of embarrassment to village 
officials, it was a personnel matter and 
discussion could therefore be closed. 


"The executive session was called so 


the police could bring the village board 
members up to date on the events that 
had occurred In the two previous days," 
he said. "The meeting was called to dis- 
cuss a legitimate personnel matter.'" 


THE LAW, however, limits the person- 


nel exemption to hiring, firing, com- 
plaints against employes and collective 
bargaining. The thought of hiring Sey- 
mour, Armstrong said, never crossed his 
mind — not even as rat control warden. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa yesterday 


said the meeting was closed to discuss a 
possible lawsuit In connection with the 
snake escape and to talk about the ac- 
tions of a village employe who was In- 
volved in the episode. 


"In my opinion, It was a legal meet- 


ing," said Raysa. 


IN ADDITION to closing the meeting, 


the village failed to notify the press be- 
fore the closed session, which started 
about an hour before the regular 8 p.m. 
board meeting.

Bernard Carey, Cook County state's at- 


torney, and James R. Thompson, U. S.

nois, strongly attacked corruption by 
public officials yesterday In separate 
speeches to the Illinois Police Assocl-

ation convention. 


Thumpion 
Carey announced he was seeking a spe- 


cial 18-month grand jury Investigation of 
the policy wheel racket In Chicago. He 
said Immunity would be granted to lesser 
crime figures In an effort to gain Infor- 
mation on those who ran or granted pro- 
tection to the racket. 


Thompson told the lawmen "to take 


the message back to your departments," 
that Investigations and indictments of 
crooked policemen, politicians and judg- 
es would continue. He" said, the "code of 
protecting your brother (officer) right or 
wrong has got to go." 


Thompson, while refusing to speak 


specifically about the Chicago police-vice 
club shakedown trials, used them as a 
springboard to attack crooked policemen, 
politicians, judges, and lawyers. 


He said there was "a crisis in law en- 


forcement in Cook County" that is "com- 
ing to a head." 


HE SAID THE entire law enforcement 


process has become corrupted from po- 
licemen up to judges. "Police corruption 
is the last symbol, the last festering sore, 
of a corrupt political system," he said. 


"You can't expect policemen to hold 


out in the face of corrupt system ... but 
while In this office, I'll never let a police- 
man hang twisting slowly, slowly in the 
wind while others get away," he said. 


He promised his investigations would 


go after dishonest officials and judges, as 
well as policemen. "Before I'm through 
there are going to be more crooked poli- 
ticians going to jail (than policemen). .. 


And to judges on the take: we'll get you, 
too." 


Thompson was interrupted twice by 


applause and received a standing ovation 
from the 400 delegates at the Arlington 
Park Towers. Carey received polite ap- 
plause at the start and end of his ad- 
dress. 


CAREY SAID HE was taking his case

Devon-53 'too big' and 'out of place': plan commission

(Last of two parts) 


Soon after plans for the Devon-53 hous- 


ing project were presented to Elk Grove 
Village In mid-1972, the plan commission 
began to review the project. 


The review culminated in the commis- 


sion's unanimous recommendation to 
deny "in its entirely" the developers' 
request for approval and annexation of 
the project. The recommendation will be 
presented to the village board of trustees 
at tonight's meeting. 


In (he period between the first presen- 


tation of the project and tonight's presen- 
tation of a recommendation liea the most 
extensive and expensive Investigation . 
ever conducted by the plan commission. 


DEVON-a IS A proposed 267-acre 


planned unit development which would 
be built on what is now unincorporated 


land near Devon Avenue and 111. Rtc. 53. 
When completed, the project would have 
over 6,000 living units in a combination 
of single-family homes, quadrominiums, 
apartment buildings as tall as 12 stories, 
and commercial businesses, 


The project would take eight to 12 


years to build and would house more 
than 13,000 people. 


The developers arc asking the village 


to approve the project and annex the 
property. 


Before approving the project, the vil- 


lage must grant special variations In cur- 
rent zoning ordinances. These ordinances 
include: density of living units per acre, 
building height limitations, common open 
space requirements and parking space 
requirements. 


The commission, acting as an agent of, 


the village board, made the recommen- 
dation to deny, based on results of its 


study, including evidence and testimdiy 
presented at two public hearings in May 
and June. 


THE 
COMMISSION'S recommenda- 


tlon, however, is only an advisory one. 
The village board Is not required to fol- 
low the recommendation. 


To assist in the study, the commission 


retained several outside, professional 
consultants. Total cost of these con- 
sultants was slightly more than $10,000 
according to the village finance director. 


The commissioners can find almost 


nothing good to say about the project. 
The recommendation agrees the site of 
the Devon-53 project is a "logical" an- 
nexation for the village to make and a 
planned unit development for the site 
should be encouraged. However, Devon- 
53 is not the planned unit development to 
be encouraged, according to the commis- 
sion. 


The commissioners found no advantage 


for the village in accepting the project. 
In exchange for.zoning concessions on 
density, building height, common open 
space and others, the commission con- 
tends the village is not gaining anything. 


THE DEVELOPERS contend the proj- 


ect is coad for the village. They say it is 
a good use of the site, it will provide a 
desirable "housing mix" and enable the 
village to engage in long-term planning 
for a large section of land. 


According to the commission, the proj- 


ect is too big and out of place for the 
village. Neighboring property has either 
been developed as, or is zoned for single- 
family homes. A high-density, with high- 
rise apartments is simply not appro- 
priate for the area. 


The commission said the project's den- 


sity, 27.1 living units per acre by their 
calculations, is much too high for a sub- 


urban area, especially for a project as 
large as Devon-53. 


Rolf Campbell, planner for the project, 


at the public hearings referred to profes- 
sional planning journals which recom- 
mend planned unit developments for sub- 
urban areas. The commission reviewed 
the journals and found the highest den- 
sity for any of the developments de- 
scribed as 15.5 units per acre for an ur- 
ban renewal project. 


CAMPBELL CONCEDED at the hear- 


ings that if approved, the Devon-53 proj- 
ect would be a record high density use in 
Cook County for such a large tract of 
land. 


The commissioners agreed a housing 


mix of single-and multi-family dwellings 
was needed by the village. In its recom- 
mendation, the commission states pre- 
sent projects in the village would create 


(continued on page 5) 
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a mix of 73 per cent single-family and 25 
per cent multi-family residences, a ratio 
they feel is appropriate. 


The Devon-53 project is 1.5 per cent 


single family and 98.5 per cent multi- 
family. As part of the whole village, the 
project would produce a ratio of 38 per 
cent single-family, detached homes and 
more than SO per cent apartments. 


The commission's recommendation 


states such a "drastic alteration" of cur- 
rent village development would bring 
more disadvantages than advantages. 


Current village ordinances require SO 


per cent of any project to be common 
open space. This 50 per cent excludes the 


first 30 feet around each building and all 
park and school sites. 


THE DEVELOPERS are asking for a 


reduction to 41 per cent common open 
space. The commissioners contend the 
developers give no reason why the reduc- 
tion should be permitted. 


Referring to the profession journals 


mentioned by Campbell, the commission- 
ers said common open space should be 
increased, not decreased as density of a 
project Increases. 


The commissioners also dispute the 


planners figures on the common open 
space In the project. Rather than 41 per 
cent, the commission only finds 29 per 
cent when the proposed school-park site 
is excluded. 


Members of the Elk Grove Park Dis- 


trict board testified that more park land 
should be required. The park commis- 
sioners also said much of the park space 
In the project-cannot be developed for 
recreational uses because of size and 
shape. 


Many of the sites are also planned to 


be used as retention basins during flood, 
ing. The site would be underwater for an 
indefinite period .of time after a heavy 
rain. 


EVEN IF THE project, with its size 


and density, were somehow acceptable to 
the village, the commission found serious 
technical faults with the development. 


According to the commission report, 


many of the buildings are either on poor 
soil for building or are in the flood plain. 
The commission contends the soil and 
flooding problems are serious ones. 


The developers said the poor soil and 


possible flooding are problems, but not 
as serious as the commission believes 
and can be overcome with proper build- 
ing techniques. 


The commission's traffic consultant re- 


ported that traffic generated by the proj- 
ect would be too great for existing roads 
to handle. Even if current rights-of-way 
were paved, more traffic lanes would 
have to be acquired by condemning prop- 
erty to build roads. 


The developers admit traffic may be 


problem, but said any new development 
creates traffic congestion and eventually, 
more roads are built to relieve the prob- 
lem. 


WHEN THE Devon-53 project was first 


presented to the village, developers and 
planner said the village and other taxing 
bodies would gain a financial windfall 
through increased revenue. The commis- 
sion disputes the developers' figures and 
contends the financial impact on the vil- 
lage may actually be a tax liability rath- 
er than an asset. 


In its study, the commissioners wanted 


to survey the village residents for their 
reaction to the project. However, before 
commissioners went to residents — the 
residents came to them. 


A petition, signed by 1,300 people, op- 


posing the project was presented at one 
of the public hearings. Signatures were 
obtained by the volunteer group from not 
only residents living near the site of the 
project but throughout the village. 


Many of the neighboring residents pur- 


chased homes with the understanding, 
that the area would be developed as 
single family homes, as shown by the vil- 
lage comprehensive plan. 


In view of the large number of signa- 


tures and the volunteer effort required to' 
obtain them, the commission recom- 
mends any change In the comprehensive- 
plan "should be undertaken only with the 
utmost caution."

when the United States is 200 years old 
and Elk Grove Village Is 20 years old. 


With the selection of the theme, the 


committee will now be called the "Hori- 
zons '76 coordinating committee." 
. The committee will submit Elk Grove 
Village's name to the state bicentennial 
.committee to be recorded as a munici- 
pality officially observing the celebra- 
tion. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said the Elk Grove 


Village Jayceettes will soon sponsor a 
poster contest among the village school 
children to develop a logo for the cele- 
bration. She said the logo would be used 
on all correspondence, publicity and any 
other material dealing with the village's 
celebration plans.

"Each 
child's progem Is different and there's no 
one way to go about correcting it." 


The specialists often work with ob- 


jects a child is familiar with such as toy 
animals, dolls or blocks. A withdrawn 
child or a child with a speech difficulty 
may be asked to talk about a toy or Iden- 
tify what o doll is doing, for example, 
sitting, standing or walking. 


NEW ILLINOIS state law requires 


school districts to provide special educa- 
tional services for handicapped children 
three years old and up, according to 
Swanson. Although the district is re- 
quired to provide the service, the parent 
is not obligated to send (lie child for spe- 
cial preschool classes. 


Fifty-four children have been signed up 


for the program so far this year, accord- 
ing to Swanson, who expects many more 
to enroll. Swanson said he hopes to have 
n full-scale screening program set up by 
Nov. l for all preschool children in Dlst. 
59. 


There is no cost involved in the pro- 


gram, according to Swanson, unless a 
child Is referred to a specialist or doctor 
outside the program. "We don't turn any 
child away because his parents can't af-

Americans pick a new (?) sport—soccer

On any bright fall Sunday afternoon, 


about 40 parents crowd into the two 
small bleachers at Maple Park to watch 
their sons jump around and hit a leather 
ball with (he top of their heads. 


The American parents seem a little 


puzzled about the whole thing. The game 
Is soccer — a European sporting in- 
stitution — but little known here until a 
feu years ago. 


Soccer gained a foothold In Palatine al- 


most five years ago when the Palatine 
Park District called an Englishmen liv- 
ing in Rolling Meadows and asked him to 
sponsor a team. 


No one remembers why the park dis- 


trict started the team — the Celtics, but 
Bill Hughes agreed to coach and by 1968, 
12 boys were losing their first soccer 
games. 


UY 10(19, said Hughes, the number of 


players had almost doubled and the Cel- 
tics were on a winning streak, finally 
broken by their first contact with a more 
experienced Canadian team this sum- 
mer. Today the team has 200 members. 


One of (he Celtics, while visiting Cana- 


da for hockey competition last winter, 
met a family Involved in soccer. Through 
this contact, Canadian/American games 
were arranged. 


The first 
international series was 


played In Canada last June, when the 
Celtics won one game, tied another and 
lost two. 


The second series was held over the 


Labor Day weekend this year when the 
Canadians visited Palatine's Maple Park 
and beat the Celtics in 12 out of 12 
games. "There's no need to mention 
scores," Hughes said with a rueful grin. 


But the Celtics will have an opportuni- 


ty for revenge. "Now it's going to be a 
yearly thing," Hughes said. He added 
that the Palatine boys learned a lot 
about soccer from the Canadians. 


The Canadians grew up with soccer, 


Hughes explained. American boys, on the 
other hand, often don't even know what a 
soccer ball looks like before they join the 
Celtics, he said. Generally, the boys 
learn the game as they play. 


"Gosh, you have to run a lot," said a 


breathless 10-year-old rookie, Lars Her- 
strom. The players kick the ball and use 
shoulders and heads to bounce it in the 
right directions. For some of the younger 
kids, a kick all too often turns into a 
sudden sitting position. 


"It's a little bit more interesting and a 


lot harder to understand and play," said 
veteran Steve Noris, comparing soccer to 
some of the more traditional American 


ball games, such as football and base- 
ball. 


Paul Cornwell, another veteran, said 


soccer had more actual playing time 
'nan football because there were no time 
outs. "It's gotta be a harder sport than 
football," he said. "You can't use vour 
hands " 


ACCORDING TO program director Bill 


Hughes, teaching the youngsters not to 
use their hands is one of the hardest ob- 
stacles to overcome. In soccer, it is ille- 
gal for anyone, except the goalie, to use 
his hands. 


Hughes has developed two hard-and- 


fast rules for his soccer teams. One is 
giving each player, no matter how good 
or bad, an approximately equal time on 
the field. No one spends the game sitting 
on the bench, Hughes said. 


Generally, there are only about two or 


three kids waiting on the sidelines. 


Hughes keeps team sizes down by limit- 
ing enrollments. With more coaches, he 
said he could have enrolled as many as 
300 boys this year. 


"We sadly need coaches," said another 


program organizer, Jim Kinsella. He 
said a number of parents have volun- 
teered, but few know more than rookie 
pi avers 


A second rule in Celtic soccer is "to 


have a ball," Hughes said. He said he 
tells the boys that if they don't enjoy the 
game, they should quit. He doesn't know 
of any that took him up on that sugges- 
tion, he added. Of 120 boys m the pro- 
gram last year, only five or six did not 
return for another season, according to 
Hughes. 


Cost for joining the park district pro- 


gram is $5, which covers the cost of 
shirts, balls and trophies handed out to 
each player every year.

THE ANTI-LITTER committee was es- 


tablished last week and is headed by 
Martha Loss. The committee will try to 
determine how much litter is dumped 
throughout the village annually, what it 
costs to clean up the litter and what 
steps should be taken to correct the prob- 
lem. 


Dawson said the solution will probably 


consist of educating the public, devel- 
oping stringent anti-litter laws and per- 
haps adding a few village trash cans at 
strategic locations. 


The existing village laws on littering, 


said Dawson, are too general and may 
need stricter penalties. 


"We all know there's littering," Mrs. 


Loss said. "You can see it just by walk- 
ing down the street" She added that be- 
fore proposing an ordinance, the com- 
mittee wants to have figures available 
regarding the actual amount of litter.

man hang twisting slowly, slowly in the 
wind while others get away," he said. 


He promised his Investigations would

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Seymour under discussion 
at illegal closed meeting?

Buffalo Grove officials may have held 


an illegal closed meeting last month, un- 
der the guise of a "personnel" dis- 
cussion, to decide to call off the hunt for 
Seymour the Snake. 


The search for Seymour, a rat snake 


originally thought to be a poisonous Eg- 
yptian cobra, was ended Aug. 27 at a 
special village board session that came 
immediately after a closed meeting in 
which Village Pres. Gary Armstrong ad- 
mits the snake hunt was discussed. 


The Illinois Open Meetings Act bans 


such closed meetings except in cases 
where matters like real estate purchases 
or personnel matters are on the agenda. 


ARMSTRONG SAID yesterday that 


since village personnel were involved in 
the search for Seymour, which brought 
nationwide publicity to Buffalo Grove 
and a lot of embarrassment to village 
officials, it was a personnel matter and 
discussion could therefore be closed. 


"The executive session was called so 


the police could bring the village board 
members up to date on the events that 
had occurred In the two previous days," 
he said. "The meeting was called to dis- 
cuss a legitimate personnel matter.'" 


THE LAW. however, limits the person- 


nel exemption to hiring, firing, com- 
plaints against employes and collective 
bargaining. The thought of hiring Sey- 
mour, Armstrong said, never crossed his 
mind — not even as rat control warden. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa yesterday 


said the meeting was closed to discuss a 
possible lawsuit In connection with the 
snake escape and to talk about the ac- 
tions of a village employe who was in- 
volved In the episode. 


"In my opinion, it was a legal meet- 


ing," said Raysa. 


IN ADDITION to closing the meeting, 


the village failed to notify the press be- 
fore the closed session, which started 


about an hour before the regular 8 p.m. 
board meeting. 


The open meetings law also requires a 


24-hour notice to the news media of any 
special meetings. Armstrong said the 
press was not notified because there was 
not enough time and the snake hunt was 
an urgent matter. 


The snake's great escape was also an 


embarrassing matter for village officials. 
Before Seymour got loose, village police 
told his keeper, David Pearson, 18, of 568 
Maple Dr., that he could legally keep the 
snake at his home. Police later said they 
were given bad legal advice from state 
officials. 


SEYMOUR'S ESCAPE focused nation- 


al attention on the community, which 
was mobilized to find what everyone be- 
lieved was a highly-poisonous and irri- 
table cobra. Village officials passed a 
resolution to assess Pearson the cost of 
the search and police charged him with 
disorderly conduct.

Immediate reinstatement of 20 public 


works employes fired by the Village of 
Hoffman Estates July 21 Is recommend- 
ed In findings released yesterday by the 
Illinois Department of Labor. 


The findings resulted from a public 


hearing the department held Aug. 29 to 
Investigate events leading to the firings 
after the men held a one-day strike 
against the village. 


The department termed the firings 


"extreme and unfair" retribution for the 
strike. 


The findings recommend the employes 


be "returned to work Immediately, and 
that within seven days ... the village 
and union . . . negotiate n collective bar- 
gaining agreement."

nounced the firings, declined to comment 
on the labor department recommenda- 
tions. It would be premature, she said, 
for her to respond until the village board 
"gives me direction." She would not say 
whether the village will comply with the 
findings. The village refused to partici- 
pate in the hearing nnd questioned the 
department's legal Jurisdiction to hold It. 


However, David Pinch, a staff repre- 


sentative of the union, said yesterday he 
wa.» waiting "to hear from the village as 
to a time and place for a negotiations 
session." The union "wholeheartedly ac- 


cepts" the labor department findings nod 
"Is ready to act on them," he said. 


Mayor Hayter has said in the past the 


employes will never be reinstated. After 
she permitted limited discussion of the 
firing*, at two village board meetings, 
she declared the subject closed and has 
declined to discuss It further. 


When asked what led the union to as- 


sume the village .position would now be 
reversed, Finch said, "The hearings 
were an Impartial procedure and they 
once again pointed to the fackthe village 
has a responsibility to reinstate the em- 
ployes and to negotiate." The union "as- 
sumes the village will recognize Us re- 
sponsibilities and comply," Finch sold.

Ings, sold Finch, "I assume we're going 
to court." The union has threatened the 
village with a lawsuit before. But Finch 
said he did not wish to "hold that over 
the village's head." 


In its conclusions, the labor depart- 


ment blamed both the village and the 
employes for the break In negotiations 
and firings, flic village violated Its rec- 
ognition of the union in changing pro- 
posed contract language, while the em- 
ployes violated their agreement not to 
strike. 


The department also concluded village 


taxpayers "should not be asked to pay 
for the retraining of an entire new 
maintenance department" because of a 
one-day strike.

since their Individual employment dates.

And, he has started a move In 
establish the Hoffman-Schaumburg Bi- 
cycle Club, 


Fontaine and 27 other intrepid cyclists 


braved the 52-dcgrcc weather Sept. 16 to 
cycle nearly 25 miles to Elgin and back, 
basically along country and residential 
roads. The cyclists were tired, but he 
"heard no complaints," he said. 


"I was really happy with the turnout," 


Fontaine said. "It shows there's enough 
interest to perhaps start a club." 


"It's 
basically too late to formally 


start the club because It's so late In the 
season," he said. "But I think we'll be 
able to formally organize a club this 
spring." 


FONTAINE envisioned some bicycle 


activities in October for area enthusiasts. 


He said he got the idea while partici- 


pating In other area clubs' activities tind 
then talked over the feasibility of the 
program with Tom Carollo, owner of 
Schaumburg Schwlnn. 


"We had a meeting in August," he 


said. "We found out that my wife and I 
were the only experienced -riders. So she 
and I went out nnd looked for some roads 
where it would be safe for some first- 
timers." 


Fontainu said he was surprised that all 


27 riders had completed the 25-mile trek 
because "half of them said they never 
had done any serious riding," 


He hoped to get the planned club asso- 


ciated with American Wheelmen, a na- 
tional bicycling organization. 


FONTAINE said he did not think 


people thought of cyclists as eccentric to- 
day because of more people participating 
and because, of the ecology movement. 


"Riding in a group is fantastic," he 


said. "The people you meet represent a 
cross section of America." 


"The bike riders usually ride along 


scenic routes or though parks," he 
added. "You get to see things you nor- 
mally wouldn't see from a car." 


He said a cyclist gets closer to the 


scenery, travels at a slower speed and 
can appreciate the surroundings more 
than the motorist. 


He added that long conversations arc 


not uncommon during a ride. 


THE CLUB will also aim to educate 


the bike rider. A cyclist should learn the 
"Rules of the Road" and obey traffic 
regulations just like any other motorist, 
he said. 


"Two or three kids cutting off traffic, 


can give biking a bad image," Fontaine 
said. 


He noted that during long rides, cycl- 


ists usually break up into two groups — 
one for the fast riders, another for the 
stragglers. He added that he and his wife 
could average about 10 to 13 milcs-an- 
hour during a 25-mile tour. 


FONTAINE contended he has lost 


about 37 pounds since he took up cycling. 


"I'm in better shape than I've been in 20 
years," Fontaine added. 


Fontaine and his wife attended a tour 


in which the cylists pedaled 64 miles one 
day and then 210 the next. 


He and his wife were tired after the 


first ride, but "it apparently toughened 
us up for (he 210 miles." 


The Fontaines find their weekends 


filled with traveling to places such as 
Waukesha, Wis. or St. Charles to partici- 
pate In bicycle activities. 


WHEN HE started biking he didn't re- 


alize the intricacies involved in purchas- 
ing cycling equipment and the sport of 
cycling, Fontaine said. He is ready to 
graduate from a $200 10-spced cycle to> 
one selling for $450. 


Fontaine said the bicycle carrier on 


the rear of his family car has become a 
permanent fixture.

residential units of varying types plus 
commercial development. 


The property lies along both sides of 


Palatine Road, near Inverness In Pala- 
tine Township.

ask zoning board chairman Robert Val- 
entino why he voted against the zoning 
ordinance change. 


"The lack of time to properly study 


what I felt should be studied, the R-7 
(planned unit development) Ordinance — 
we just ran out of time," replied Valen- 
tino. 


The other dissenter was Michael Red- 


mond, a.plan commission member, who 
said Saturday he believed there was In- 
adequate, control over such potential 
problems as'water retention and traffic.

Carey, Thompson attack 
Cook County 'corruption'

Bernard Carey, Cook County state's at- 


torney, and James R. Thompson, U. S. 
attorney for the northern district of Illi- 
nois, strongly attacked corruption by 
public officials yesterday In separate 
speeches to the Illinois Police Associ- 
ation convention. 


Carey announced he was seeking a spc-, 


cial 18-montli grand jury investigation of 
the policy wheel racket In Chicago. He 
said immunity would be granted to lesser 
crime figures in an effort to gain infor- 
mation on those who ran or granted pro- 
tection to the racket. 


Thompson told the lawmen "to take 


the message back to your departments," 
that Investigations and indictments of 
crooked policemen, politicians and judg- 
es would continue. He said, the "code of 
protecting your brother (officer) right or 
wrong has got to go." 


Thompson, while refusing to speak 


specifically about the Chicago police-vice 
club shakedown trials, used them as a 
springboard to attack crooked policemen, 
politicians, judges, and lawyers. 


He said there was "a crisis in law en- 


forcement in Cook County" that is "com- 
ing to a head." 


HE SAID THE entire law enforcement 


process has become corrupted from po- 
licemen up to judges. "Police corruption 
is the last symbol, the last festering sore, 
of a corrupt political system," he said. 


"You can't expect policemen to hold 


out in the face of corrupt system ... but 
while in this office, I'll never let a police- 
man hang twisting slowly, slowly in the 
wind while others get away," he said. 


He promised his investigations would 


go after dishonest officials and judges, as 
well as policemen. "Before I'm through 
there are going to be more crooked poli- 
ticians going to jail (than policemen)... 
And to judges on the take: we'll get you, • 
too." 


Thompson was interrupted twice. by 


applause and received a standing ovation 
from the 400 delegates at the Arlington 
Park Towers. Carey received polite ap- 
plause, at the start and end of his ad- 
dress. 


CAREY SAID HE was taking his case

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Carey, Thompson denounce Cook County 'corruption9

Bernard Carey, Cook County stale's at- 


torney, and James R. Thompson, U. S. 
attorney for the northern district of Illi- 
nois, strongly attacked corruption by 
public officials yesterday In separate 
speeches to the Illinois Police Associ- 
ation convention. 


Carey announced he was seeking a spe- 


cial 18-month grand jury Investigation of 
the policy wheel racket In Chicago. He 
said Immunity would be granted.to lesser 
crime figures In an effort to gain Infor- 
mation on Ihosc^who ran or granted pro- 
tection to the racket. 


Thompson told the lawmen "to take 


the message back to your departments," 
that investigations and indictments of 
crooked policemen, politicians and judg- 
es would continue. He said, the "code of 
protecting your brother (officer) right or 
wrong has got to go." 


Thompson, while refusing to speak 


specifically about the Chicago police-vice 
club shakedown trials, used them as a 
springboard to attack crooked policemen, 
politicians, judges, and lawyers. 


He said there was "a crisis In law en- 


forcement in Cook County" that Is "com- 
ing to a head." 


HE SAID THE entire law enforcement 


process has become corrupted from po- 
licemen up to 'judges, "Police corruption 
is the last symbol, the last festering sore, 
of a corrupt political system," he said. 


"You can't expect policemen to hold 


out in the face of corrupt system ... but 
while in this office, I'll never let a police- 
man hang twisting slowly, slowly in the 
wind while others get away," he said. 


He promised his Investigations would 


go after dishonest officials and judges, as 
well as policemen. "Before I'm through 
there are going to be more crooked poli- 
ticians going to jail (than policemen)... 


And to judges on the take: we'll get you, 
too." 


Thompson was interrupted twice by 


applause and received a standing ovation 
from the 400 delegates at the .Arlington 
Park Towers. Carey received polite ap- 
plause at the start and end of his ad- 
dress. 


CAREY SAID HE was taking his case 


to the public because "The mayor's 
(Richard Daley) political machine con- 
trols every facet of government In Chi- 
cago and Cook County, except my office, 
and it should be obvious that he has

Central 
School relic 
—ivhat's next?

It stands barren, its empty hulk a 


dally reminder of what Central School 
used to be. This time of year, a few 
years back, children would be romping 
in the now weed-infested yard. 


Central School has stood vacant since 


June 1970, used only on one occasion 
when a group of teenagers turned it into 
a haunted house for a Halloween party. 
The proud old building had seen better 
days. 


Now a relic of the past, Central School 


is destined to be, at the very least, re- 
modeled, and more likely, to be demol- 
ished. 


WHAT'S TO replace It? 
So far, no one knows for sure, though 


both private developers and village offi- 
cials have had their eyes on the proper- 
ty. 


The 2.6-acre site is in a prime location, 


at Central Road and Main Street, on the 
edge of downtown Mount Prospect. 


It could someday become the home of 


a historical society, public library, mu- 
nicipal building or apartments for the el- 
derly. 


In fact, mused Mayor Robert D. Tel- 


chert, "maybe all of these needs can be 
met." 


So far, most of the suggested uses of 


Central School have been nothing mort 
than that — suggestions. Only one formal 
plan has been presented — replacing the 
school with a 13-story apartment building 
for senior citizens — and village officials 
are generally against it. 


Says village trustee George B. Ander- 


son: "The density is high; 150 units per 
acre would have a tremendous impact on 
the community. The parking is in- 
adequate — just 80 stalls for 400 units. 
And the setback — only 30 feet for such a 
high building. 


"To me this Is like downtown Chi- 


cago." 


OTHER VILLAGE officials don't like 


the plans submitted by Kenroy Inc., 
Skokie, either, for those and other rea- 
sons as well. The main reason: The 
building would be just too tall, they say. 
The tallest structure in Mount Prospect 
now is the seven-story Crystal Towers 
apartments at Busse and Algonquin 
roads. 
'. 


The Kenroy plans will be reviewed by 


the village board's public health and 
safety committee tomorrow night, but 
unless they've been changed significantly 
since given a negative referral by the 
zoning board of appeals, they don't stand 
much chance of being approved by the 
village board. 


At the same time, village trustees ac- 


knowledge the need for housing for the 
elderly in Mount Prospect, maybe even 
on the Central School property. "There's 
definitely a need," said Teichert. 
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Sex discrimination among teachers probed at workshop

Representatives of state and federal 


fair employment agencies told school of- 
ficials lost week that they mean business 
when It comes to sex discrimination in 
schools. 
The ISO school administrators and board 
members who attended the fair employ- 
ment practices workshop ct the Arling- 
ton Park Towers Hotel were not happy 
to hear the news. 


Ralph Allen, of (lie Equal Employment 


Opportunities Commission (EEOC) ad- 
dressed the audience, noting that few 
women were present. "Gentlemen, times 


have changed and we might as well get 
with it," he said. 


THE EEOC AND the Illinois Fair Em- 


p 1 o y m e n t 
Practices 
Commission 


(IFEPC) are two government agencies 
t h a t i n v e s t Iga t e employment dis- 
crimination cases and enforce state fair 
employment laws. Representatives from 
both agencies and from two school law 
firms were at the workshop to tell school 
officials the laws apply to them. 


Although the agencies Investigate all 


types of discrimination, discussion cen- 
tered on sex discrimination. "Roughly 
one third of our charges are based upon 


sex," said Allen. One of the. most 
frequent charges involves a woman's 
employment rights while she is pregnant, 
he said. 


"It is the commission's decision that 


pregnancy be treated like any other ill- 
ness," said Allen. A pregnant woman 
must receive sick pay like any employe 
who breaks an arm or leg, he said, and 
he also recommended school officials 
take another look at their employment 
and sick leave policies. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS later voiced their 


disapproval In a brief question-and-an- 
swer session. One woman told Allen she 
never considered herself 111 when she 


was pregnant and asked him the basis of 
the commission's decision. 


"I think the word illness is loosely de- 


fined," he said, "There is a point in time 
when she has to be off the job" and at 
that time she is considered "In- 
capacitated." 


Another school official disagreed with 


Allen, saying "pregnancy is by choice, or 
usually by a voluntary action, illness is 
not." He asked who determines when a 
pregnant woman is incapacitated and 
whether the school can require her to re- 
turn to work if she receives sick pay 
while she is pregnant. 


Allen told him to write to the commis- 


sion's office in Washington, D.C., for a 
ruling. 


"It scares me," said High School Dist. 


214 board member Richard Bachhuber, 
who attended the workshop. "Dist. 214 
has never considered pregnancy an ill- 
ness," he said. 


I R E N E RAPA, investigator for 


IFEPC, gave several other examples of 
sex discrimination in schools. It is dis- 
crimination if a woman with preschool 
children is not hired when a man with 
preschool children is given the job. 
Schools cannot divide extra duties like 
lunchroom or playground supervision be- 
tween the sexes, nor can they segregate 


the duties of their custodial workers. 


SCHOOL ATTORNEY Fred Lifton told 


the audience, "I do not entirely agree 
with what's been said," but warned "it is 
not something to ge disregarded. This 
can be a very serious matter and must 
be treated like any consequential threat 
of a lawsuit." 


"These people mean business," said 


school attorney Steward Diamond while 
pointing to the commission representa- 
tives. "We have been guilty in the past of. 
very conscious acts of discrimination," 
he said, and "the law is strong because1, 
we in fact have been guilty."

What Is your preschooler like? Does he 


have some minor handicap, emotional or 
physical, that could hinder his early or 
possible entire education? 


"A child's small handicap is not al- 


ways obvious to the parent," according 
to Dr. Merlin Swanson, head of a new 
preschool program In Elk Grove Town- 
ship School Dist. 59. 


"And the earlier the difficulty Is no- 


ticed, tho better the chance of correcting 
the problem," said Dr. Swanson. 


The preschool program in Dist. 59 is 


just starting to go into full-scale oper- 
ation this year after one year's testing. 


PARENTS OF 3, 4 and 5-year-olds can 


bring their child in for simple tests, giv- 
en by trained professionals, which deter- 
mine if the child has problems as slow 
speech development, sight, hearing or 
emotional difficulties, or is withdrawn, a 
slow learner or not well coordinated. 


Most of the therapy the children re- 


ceive is on a one-to-one basis. Usually, 
the therapist comes right to the child's 
home to work not only with the child, but 
parent as well. 


"The parent Is the most important 


teacher a child ever has," said Swanson.' 
"A one-hour session with a professional 
usually doesn't do as much good as the 
24-hours a day a child spends with a well 
informed and trained parent who under- 
stands the child's problem." 


The main focus of the preschool pro- 


gram, according to Swanson, is to 
"coordinate" the many services avail- 
able to a child with a handicap, along 
with providing therapy where needed. 


SOME CHILDREN with social diffi- 


culties are merely referred to a nursery 
school, according to Swanson. Others are 
referred to physicians for special tests, if

Although the district is re- 
quired to provide the service, the parent 
Is not obligated to send the child for spe- 
cial preschool classes. 


Fifty-four children have been signed up 


for the program so far this year, accord- 
ing to Swanson, who expects many more 
to enroll. Swanson said he hopes to have 
a full-scale screening program set up by 
Nov. 1 for all preschool children in Dist. 
59. 


There is no cost involved in the pro- 


gram, according to Swanson, unless a 
child Is referred to a specialist or doctor 


outside the program. "We don't turn any 
child away because his parents can't af- 
ford to pay," said Swanson. "We have 
made special arrangements in the past" 


SWANSON SAID great advances have 


been made in the area of preschool 
therapy for handicapped children. "We 
can avoid problems in the school if we 
get to the child early enough," he said. 


"It used to be that deaf children we- 


ren't taught to read, only speak," Swan- 
son said. Now, through an improved pro- 
gram and early help, a deaf child can 
learn to read right away," he said.

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Carey, Thompson denounce Cook County 'corruption'

Bernard Carey, Cook County state's at- 


torney, and James R. Thompson, U. S. 
attorney for the northern district of Illi- 
nois, strongly attacked corruption by 
public officials yesterday In separate 
speeches to the Illinois Police Associ- 
ation convention. 


Carey announced he was seeking a spe- 


cial 10-month grand jury Investigation of 
the policy wheel racket in Chicago. He 
iald Immunity would be granted to lesser 
crime figures In an effort to gain Infor- 
mation on those who ran or granted pro- 
tection to the racket. 


Thompson told the lawmen "to take 


the message back to your departments," 
that Investigations and Indictments of 
crooked policemen, politicians and judg- 
es would continue. He said, the "code of 
protecting your brother (officer) right or 
wrong has got logo." 


Thompson, while refusing to speak 


specifically about the Chicago police-vice 
club shakedown trials, used them as a 
springboard to attack crooked policemen, 
politicians, judges, and lawyers.

HE SAID TUB entire law enforcement 


process has become corrupted from po- 
licemen up to judges. "Police corruption 
is Ilio last symbol, the last festering sore, 
of a corrupt political system," he said. 


"You can't expect policemen to hold 


out in the face of corrupt system . .. but 
while In this office, I'll never let a police- 
man hang twisting slowly, slowly in the 
wind while others get away," he said. 


He promised his Investigations would 


go nftcr dishonest officials and judges, as 
well us policemen. "Before I'm through

there ore going to be more crooked poli- 
ticians going to jail (than policemen)... 
And to judges on the take: we'll get you, 
too." 


Thompson was interrupted twice by 


applause and received a standing ovation 
from the 400 delegates at the Arlington 
Park Towers. Carey received polite ap- 
plause at the start and end of his ad- 
dress. 


CAIIEY SAID HE was taking his case 


to the public because "The mayor's 
(Richard Daley) political machine con- 


trols every facet of government in Chi- 
cago and Cook County, except my office, 
and it should be obvious that he has 
shown no desire to be helpful." 


He said the task of his office and that 


of policemen was being made more diffi- 
cult by corruption. He charged money 
from rackets was being used to buy pub- 
lic officials and foster "disrespect and 
distrust of law enforcement." 


He said, "Chicago always has scan- 


dals, but never reforms . . . city hall has 
been able to head off every investigation 
that had begun to uncover corruption in 
high places by muddling, defusing and 
downgrading the effort." 


He claimed Daley's threat to revoke 


liquor licenses of club operators testi- 
fying in shakedown trials and Chicago 
police commissioner James Conlisk's at- 
tack on testimony in that trial were two 
examples of Daley's interference. 


Carey said he was going to ask Chief 


Criminal Courts Judge Joseph Power to 
enpanel a special 18-month grand jury to 
investigate possible links between the 
policy wheel racket and city hall. 


CAREY CHARGED Daley was naive if 


he was unaware of the extent of the 
rackets and crooked police In the city. 


He said, "Surely the Mayor, an astute 
politician, knows what the average 10- 
year-old knows in the ghetto." 


Carey labeled assistant police superin- 


tendant Mitchell Ware's $10 million libel 
suit against him, "amusing." He said, 
"Mitchell always had a penchant for 
headline hunting tactics. It'll be inter- 
esting to see him try to prove he's elimi- 
nated all corruption in politics and total- 
ly smashed the policy racket in the city 
of Chicago." 


Last week, Ware filed the libel suit 


charging Carey, his former boss in the 
Illinois Dept. of Law Enforcement, slan- 
dered him when Carey said the policy 
racket could not exist without protection 
from Chicago City Hall. 


THOMPSON TOLD the delegates to re- 


turn to their departments with the mes- 
sage he was going to "break that ungod- 
ly code that protects crooks and grafters 
who wear the same uniform we do." 


He said crooked cops hamper good law

Then the University of 
Illinois hired her to work on a teacher 
center, an Idea still In experimental 
stages. "None of us really knew how it 
would be, but It sourded great," she 
said.

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Seymour the snake discussed illegally?

Buffalo Grove officials may have held 


an illegal closed meeting last month, un- 
der the guise of a "personnel" dis- 
cussion, to decide to call off the hunt for 
Seymour the Snake. 


The search for Seymour, a rat snake 


originally thought to be a poisonous Eg- 
yptian cobra, was ended Aug. 27 at a 
special village board session that came 
Immediately after a closed meeting in 
which Village Pres. Gary Armstrong ad- 
mits the snake hunt was discussed. 


The Illinois Open Meetings Act bans 


such closed meetings except in cases 
where matters like real estate purchases 
or personnel matters are on the agenda. 


ARMSTRONG SAID yesterday that 


since village personnel were involved in 
the search for Seymour, which brought 
nationwide publicity to Buffalo Grove 
and a lot of embarrassment to village 
officials, it was a personnel matter and 
discussion could therefore be closed. 


"The executive session was called so 


the police could bring the village board 
members up to date on the events that 
had occurred in the two previous days," 
he said. "The meeting was called to dis- 
cuss a legitimate personnel matter.'" 


THE LAW, however, limits the person- 


nel exemption to hiring, firing, com- 
plaints against employes and collective 
bargaining. The thought of hiring Sey- 
mour, Armstrong said, never crossed his

24-hour notice to the news media of any 
special meetings. Armstrong said the 
press was not notified because there was 
not enough time and the snake hunt was 
an urgent matter. 


The snake's great escape was also an 


embarrassing matter for village officials. 
Before Seymour got loose, village police 
told his keeper, David Pearson, 18, of 568 
Maple Dr., that he could legally keep the 
snake at his home. Police later said they 
were given bad legal advice from state 
officials. 


SEYMOUR'S ESCAPE focused nation- 


al attention on the community, which 
was mobilized to find what everyone be- 
lieved was a highly-poisonous and irri- 
table cobra. Village officials passed a 
resolution to assess Pearson the cost of 
the search and police charged him with 
disorderly conduct. 


That charge has now been dropped and 


Armstrong has Indicated the village may 
give up its effort to recover search ex- 
penses. "Let's face it," Armstrong said 
yesterday. "We didn't do a super-profes- 
sional job in handling it."
